VALUABLE Coi.o:;i>'^ WASH ran FHNCES.— 


Tho following is a most excellent, cheap and 
durable wash for fences and buildings. , It 
owes its durability chieily to the white vit- 
riol which hardens and liscs the wash: Take 
a barrel and slake ono bushel of freshly 
burned Uino in it, by cove-ring tho lime with 
boiling writer. 
After it is slaked, add cold 


water enough to bring it' to the consistency 
of good white wash. Then dissolve in water, 
and add one pound of white vitriol (sulphate 
of zino,) and one quart of lino salt. To give 
this wash a cream color, ndd ono half & 
pound of yellow ochre, (in powder). 
To 


give it a fawn color, add ft pound of yellow 
ochre, and one fourth of a pound of Indian 
red. 
To make tho wash a handsome grav 


Gtoue color, add ouo half a pound of French 
blue, and ono fourth pound of Indian red ; 
n drab will bo made by adding one hnlf 
pound of burned sienna, and ono fourth Ve- 
netian rod. 
For brick or stone, instead of 


ono bushel of limn, use half a bushel of hy 
draulic cement.—[Practical Farmer.

Their rooms should bo entirely 


separate from tho stable, so tint they may 
not always bo ready to slip in whenever 
tt 


door I* opened; mid that the vermin which 
iufost poultry niny not reach horses anil cnt- 
tie. . 


It is ufuot that fowls of all kinds when al- 


lowed to go on tho hay mow, or in tho feed- 
ing room, or any whoro iutho barn, dnmago 
more fodder thau wo are wont to suppose. 


Some horses uro always afraid of fowk;aud 


when one entorK the manger or rack the 
timid horses 
will iumioJiatoly surrender 


their entire right, however hungry they may 
be, to these lawless marauders. 
Aud after 


they have scratched over the feed with their 
foul feet, a horse must be exceedingly hun- 
gry before ho will eat his mess. 
Many a 


hungry horso hns boon deprived of his feed- 
ing of graiu by a lot of bold, gallinaceous 
robbers that had learned when and whore to 
fill their empty crops with the food of a 
jaded horso. Let grates and bars cxduda 
fowls and pigeons from the doors and 
win- 


dows of all horao stables. 


VALUE OF FODDKB COEN.—At a meeting of 


the Massachusetts Cheese Factory Associa- 
tion, Addison II. Holland, a Bnrre farmer, 
read an essay on fodder corn. 
With seven- 


teen cows, ho experimented to see what its 
Tolue was in producing milk; during tho 
month of July he turned Ms cows into n 
good pasture, after having fed them with 
fodder corn, and they showed large fulling 
off in milk. Ho then through August, soiled 
them in their stable, feeding fodder corn, 
and there was a gain in the production of 
milk. In September they wore again turned 
into the mowing (full field), and they fo" 
off. 
Mr. Holland cures his corn by spread- 


it upon the stone walls, and regards it as a 
valuable feed for milch cows when well 
cured. Ho thinks fodder com the best crop 
tlsro :s to biiJge over a dry time with; fed 
sixty or seventy pounds per co\r when they 
were kept in a short pasture. 


WEES BEE KEEI-INQ DON'T PAY.—If bee- 


keeping farmers, writes a correspondent, 
would use as much precaution for preparing 
pasturage and shelter for their bsos as they 
do for other live stock, I doubt, not that a 
few years of experience, backed with a com- 
parative table of facts and figures, would 
convince them that beo-keeping would prove 
as remunerative as any business in which 
they are engaged. 
The man who expects a 


large crop of fruit each year without pruning 
or cultivating his orchard; he who hopes to 
harvest a heavy crop of wheat, corn or oats 
without properly plowing or pulverizing the 
soil; he who expects to cut a heavy swath of 
hay every year from tho meadow which he 
devotes half the yoar to pasturage; and tho 
bee-keeper who expects to get ft largo yield 
of honey without giving his bees any atten- 
tion whatever, are all sure to bo dissapointed 
with their business and will declare it don't 
pay- 


TBAININQ AHBIFEK TO MILK.—Milking a 


hoifer for the first timo requires tact and pa- 
tience, as they almost mvauably kick. Put 


Q1 band or strap around her body just in 
front of the udder, and buckle it up tight. 
She may dance a little, but as soon as she 
becomes quiet take the pail and go to rai'V- 
ing; as she is as helpless as a kitten, 
kon't 


attempt to use o rope instead of of a strap 
and never tie her logs. 
A few applications 


of the strap with patience and kind treat- 
ment will cure tho most obstinate heifer.nd 
old cows if woll used never kick.
